Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s ‘Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 849 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 383,888 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly *‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register ; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the ‘‘ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Director of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the 
discretion of the Board of Trade.

EXHIBITION OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN 
CATALOGUES IN LONDON. 


In order that British manufacturers may have an opportunity of 
familiarising themselves with German and Austrian methods of 
advertising, the Board of Trade have collected over 6,300 specimen 
catalogues of German and Austrian origin, and these may be 
inspected at the Foreign Samples Section of the Commercial Intel- 
ligence Branch, 32, Cheapside, London, E.C. A large number of 
catalogues has recently been received from Dairen, Moscow, and from 
South American countries. 


The collection, which is illustrative of a great variety of industries, 
includes, for example, nearly 1,000 catalogues of machinery, in 
addition to over 200 catalogues of machine tools. Recent additions 
have brought the number of toy catalogues up to about 300, including 
the productions of most of the well-known Nuremberg toy manu- 
facturers; and in view of the progress made by British toy 
manufacturers these catalogues should prove of particular interest to 
firms engaged in the industry. There are also about 200 catalogues 
of fancy goods, over 70 of glassware, about 200 of hardware, and 520 
of electrical goods, in addition to a considerable number referring to 
tools, photographic apparatus, printers’ and stationers’ requisites, 
musical instruments, household utensils, etc. 


One feature of the catalogues which is of especial interest to British 
manufacturers who are themselves publishing catalogues with a view 
to increasing their export trade, is the number of foreign languages 
in which the German and Austrian catalogues are printed. The 
Board of Trade collection includes catalogues printed in English, 
French, Spanish, Portuguese, Roumanian, Russian, Finnish, Polish, 
Italian, Dutch, Hungarian, and Greek. Many are polyglot in 
character, and are printed in three, four, and in some cases six 
different languages. 


A new index is being prepared, in which the catalogues will be 
classified both as regards articles of manufacture and names of 
manufacturers, thus rendering identification of any particular cata- 
logue a simple matter.

EXPORTS TO SWITZERLAND:

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IMPORTS FROM CERTAIN NEUTRAL COUNTRIES. 


Certificates of Interest and Certificates of Origin and Interest 
required. 
The Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs desires to bring to the 


notice of all concerned that with a view to preventing breaches of 


the Trading with the Enemy Acts and Proclamations, particularly 
the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915, all 
goods exported from the countries marked ‘‘ A” below on and after 
Ist October next to the United Kingdom, Australia, Newfoundland, 
New Zealand, Union of South Africa, all Colonies not possessing 
responsible Governments and Protectorates, as well as India, must be 
accompanied by Certificates of Interest. These certificates will be 
issued by His Majesty’s Consular Officers, who will require docu- 
mentary evidence that no person or persons with whom trade is for 
the time being prohibited (e.g., persons on the Statutory List) has 
any interest in the goods. 

‘““A.”— Abyssinia, Argentina, Azores, Bolivia, Brazil, Canary 
Islands, Cape Verde Islands, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, 
Danish West Indies, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Greece, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Liberia, Madeira, Mexico, Morocco, 
Muscat, Netherlands East and West Indies, Nicaragua, Panama, 
Paraguay, Persia, Peru, Philippine Islands, Portuguese Kast and 
West Africa, San Salvador, Spain, Spanish West Africa, 
Uruguay and Venezuela. 

In the case of exports from the countries marked “‘ B” below where 
Certificates of Origin have hitherto been required, Certificates of 
Origin and Interest will be required for goods exported on and after 
Ist October on the same conditions, except that the additional 
evidence required for a Certificate of Interest will have to be produced 
accordingly to the Consular Officer to whom application is made for 
the issue of the combined certificate. 

‘“*B.”—-Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Holland and Switzerland. 

(In the case of these five countries goods for which Certificates of 
Origin are not at present required will not have to be accompanied 
by the new form of Certificate of Origin and Interest.) 

All goods exported on and after 10th October from the five 
countries marked ‘‘ B” above to Canada must be accompanied by a 
Certificate of Origin and Interest. 

In other cases Certificates are not compulsory, but many traders, 
and particularly British shipowners and masters, will no doubt 
require, for their own protection against possible breaches of the 
Trading with the Enemy Acts, to be furnished with Certificates for 
goods consigned to any destination whatsoever. His Majesty's 
Consular Officers have accordingly been instructed to furnish certifi- 
cates in such circumstances on application. 

The period of validity shown on Certificates of Interest and 
Certificates of Origin and Interest will in no case exceed two months. 
It is required that shipment shall have been effected from the country 
of origin within the period of validity stated on the certificate, and it 
is not necessary that the goods shall have arrived at their ultimate 
destination within that period. ‘The onus of proving that the goods 
were shipped within the period required will, if necessary, rest in 
cases of doubt with the importer of the goods. (C.1.B. 37,583.) 
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FURTHER RESTRICTIONS ON EXPORTS TO 
NORWAY AND SWEDEN. 


The Foreign Office announce that, until further notice, no further 
export licences or other facilities will be given by His Majesty’s 
Government for the importation of sauces into Norway and Sweden, 
and of bamboos, canes, and rattans into Norway. 

Privy Council licences will similarly not be accepted by the 
Customs as authority for shipment without special authorisation 
from the War Trade Department. Holders of unexhausted licences 
should at. once communicate with the War Trade Department, stating 
the reasons for which they desire to receive such special authorisation. 

Any additional restrictions or any modifications in this or 
subsequent announcements will be published in the same manner as 
above.

NOTICE TO IMPORTERS. 


The Board of Customs and Excise announce that, under the Anglo- 
Portuguese Commercial Treaty Acts, 1914 and 1916 (see ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 7th September, pp. 709-15), the description 
“Port” or ‘‘ Madeira” is deemed to be a false trade description 
within the meaning of section 3 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1887, 
when applied to :— 

(1) Wine or other liquor, other than wine the produce of Portugal 

and the island of Madeira respectively. 

(2) Wine the produce of Portugal, in respect of which a certificate 
issued by the competent Portuguese Authorities to the effect 
that it is a wine to which by the law of Portugal the des- 
cription ‘‘ Port” may be applied, has not been furnished. 
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Any wine imported after 23rd September to which the trade 
description ‘‘ Port” or ‘“‘ Madeira” is falsely applied, whether or not 
the description is accompanied by a geographical indication of the 
actual country of production of the wine, will be liable to seizure. 





IMPORTS OF CIGAR TOBACCO. 


With reference to the Regulations for the importation of tobacco 
between Ist June, 1916, and 3lst May, 1917, the Board of Trade 
are prepared to grant licences to importers of cigar tobacco hased 
on their average imports for the years 1913, 1914 and 1915 in place 
of licences based on 1915 imports. Full particulars may be obtained 
from the Department of Import Restrictions, Board of Trade, 22, 
Carlisle Place, London, S.W.

continue the restriction on the importation of this fruit. A Proclama- 
tion cancelling the prohibition will, therefore, be issued, and the 
Advisory Committee will be dissolved.

EMPLOYMENT OF ALIENS. 


The Aliens Restriction (Consolidation) Order, 1916, has been ex- 
tended by an Order in Council dated 7th September, 1916, which 
incorporates in the principal Order the following Article No. 22 B :— 

“ As from and after the first day of October, 1916, a person shall 
not take steps to obtain the services for work other than munitions 
work in the United Kingdom of aliens or any alien not in the United 
Kingdom except with the permission in writing of the Board of Trade, 
and subject to such special or general conditions as the Board of 
‘Trade may impose.” 

It will be among the general conditions imposed by the Board of 
Trade that they shall be satisfied that labour is not already available 
in this country for the work in question, and that the prospective 
employer undertakes to offer to any alien who may be introduced, 
conditions of employment not less favourable than those applicable 
to British workpeople similarly employed in the same district. 

Applications for the permission required by the Order should be 
made on a form, which can be obtained from the Employment 
Department of the Board of Trade at Queen Anne’s Chambers, 
Westminster, London, 8.W. 
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This Order, as stated above, refers to the employment of aliens on 
work other than munitions work. The engagement of alien labour 
for munitions work, which is defined as work in any Controlled 
Establishment or in any other Establishment to which the provisions 
of Section 7 of the Munitions of War Act, 1915, apply, is already 
subject to the instructions contained in the Order in Council of the 
30th March, 1916. Information regarding the rules on this subject 
can be obtained from the Ministry of Munitions, 6, Whitehall 
Gardens, London, S.W., or from the Employment Department of the 
Board of Trade. 





LIQUIDATION OF ENEMY BUSINESSES IN 
BRITISH INDIA.

REGISTER OF ENEMY DEBTS AND ENEMY 
PROPERTY IN RUSSIA. 


The Russian Consul-General in London calls attention to a Russian 
Law of 138th May, 1916, whereby a special Committee has been set 
up at the Ministry of Finance, comprising representatives of other 
Ministries and a President nominated by the Minister of Finance, 
to compile an account of losses due to the war suffered by Russian 
subjects, and of property in Russia held solely or jointly by enemy 
subjects. 

Notice of losses, giving full particulars, are to be notified in the 
case of Russian subjects living abroad, within six months of the date 
of publication of the law in the case of losses suffered previous to that 
date, and within four months of the loss in other cases. 

Knemy property is defined as real estate, movable property, goods, 
debts due (from persons within the Russian Empire), participation 
rights in undertakings within the Russian Empire, and capital in 
money or securities exceeding 500 roubles. 

Penalties are imposed for tailure to notify enemy property.

CENSORSHIP OF POSTAL CORRESPONDENCE 
IN PORTUGAL, 


With reference to the notice on p. 694 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 7th September relative to the censorship of postal corres- 
pondence in Portugal, it is notified that the ‘‘ Diario do Governo ” 
(Lisbon) of 14th September publishes a Decree (No. 2,626) permitting 
the use of any language in correspondence coming from the Portu- 
guese Colonies or from foreign countries, or destined thereto. Should 
such correspondence, however, not be in English, French, Italian, 
Spanish or Portuguese, it will be subject to greater delay. 











ENEMY FIRMS IN ITALY. 


In connection with the issue of the Royal Decree on the subject of 
enemy trade in Italy (see pp. 630-1 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 3lst August), H.M. Embassy at Rome reports that the Ministry of 
the Interior have issued a circular instruction to the Italian Pre- 
fectures ordering them to compile three distinct lists of firms 
established in their districts under the headings of :— 

(1) Businesses carried on by subjects of enemy States or States 
allied to enemy Powers, including such as have been ceded, often only 
by simulated deed, to Italian or allied subjects or to allies or neutrals, 
or other persons who mask their enemy character in any way ; 

(2) Businesses in which subjects of enemy or enemy-allied States 
have predominant interests, including those which, by wecent and 
simulated transformation, have endeavoured to create the impression 
that they have given up all enemy connection, but in which enemy 
interests still have a large share; and

(3) Businesses which are concerned with the public services. 

It is stated that new regulations will shortly be issued to 
enable firms included in the last category to continue their work, 
subject to the requirements of the country and the needs of the 
national defence. 

As regards firms in categories (1) and (2) above, decisions will be 
made as to firms which will be merely placed under control and 
those which must be placed under sequestration. 

A special Committee, composed of representatives of the Ministries 
chiefly concerned, has been formed to consider all questions relating 
to enemy tradiag, etc. (C. 26,217.) 





NEW WAR TAXATION IN ITALY. 


H.M. Embassy at Rome reports the publication of a Royal Decree, 
dated 3lst August, giving legislative force for the duration of the war 
to the following measures :— 

Special Relief Tax.— Municipalities are empowered to levy a special 
tax to be applied to the relief of sufferers from the war, through the 
medium of the “ Assistenza Civile.” The tax is to be assessed in 
proportion to the taxes already paid to the municipal authorities, e.g., 
house and property taxes. 

Octroi Dues.—Financial guarantees from the Government to the 
Municipalities concerning octroi dues are extended up to 3lst 
December, 1917. The Municipalities are authorised to impose new 
octroi dues on commodities hitherto exempted, with the proviso that 
articles of popular consumption and of prime necessity are not to be 
included. Restrictions may be placed on the quantity of beverages 
sold retail outside the octroi barrier. 

Tax on Beverages.— The Government tax on beverages is increased 
by a surtax equal to three-quarters of the maximum charge of the 
existing tariff, and the Municipalities are empowered to collect a 
further surtax of 25 per cent. above that already granted. 

War Profits Tax.—'l'he taxes on war profits (see p. 815 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 23rd December last) have been raised, 
and the following are the revised taxes now imposed: ‘T'axes varying 
from 12 to 35 per cent. are levied on all direct war profits exceeding 
5 per cent. of the capital invested, and on indirect war profits taxes 
are levied varying from 5 to 35 per cent. of the profit according as it 
amounts to from one-tenth to 3 per cent. of the ordinary income. 

“Concession” Tax on Exports. ‘The Government tax on export 
licences has been raised—see the notice on p. 957 of this issue. 

Match Monopoly.—A State monopoly of the saie of matches is to 
be established. (See notice on p. 972.) 

Stamp Duties A stamp duty is to be levied on goods, luggage, etc., 
carried by the railways and tramways, and on private safes in banks. 
The stamp duty on bills of exchange is also increased.

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LIQUIDATION OF ENTERPRISES OF ENEMIES 
OF HUNGARY. 


The “ Pester Lloyd” (Buda-Pesth) of 3rd September, announces 
the issue by the Hungarian Government of an Order concerning 
property of enemy subjects, and residents in enemy States. ‘The 
Hungarian Ministers of Trade and Finance are authorised to decree 
that property in Hungary belonging to subjects of specified States, 
who are resident in Hungary, shall be declared by them. Ad- 
ministrators of property of subjects of such enemy States, persons 
having such property deposited with them, and managers of under- 
takings in Hungary in which such enemy subjects are shareholders, 
may also be required to make returns of such property or shares. 
Debtors in Hungary can be required to declare debts owing to 
subjects of such enemy States, and creditors in Hungary any claims 
on subjects of any foreign State. 

By way of reprisals, the Ministers may prohibit payment of such 
debts or delivery of such property; or order that property or debts 
owing, which have been declared, shall be deposited in Hungary. 
The Ministers may exercise control through inspectors, whose 
directions must be obeyed by the concerns affected. The Ministers 
are also empowered, by way of reprisals, to place in the hands of 
official trustees any undertakings carried on in Hungary which are 
directed or supervised from an enemy country, or pay their profits 
wholly or partly to an enemy country, or whose property belongs in 
whole or in part to enemy subjects or residents in enemy States.

CURRENCY DECREE ISSUED IN MEXICO. 


According to ‘Commerce Reports” (Washington) of 29th August, 
a Decree was issued by First Chief Carranza, under date 28th June 
last, ordering that, as from Ist July, certain Federal taxes, services and 
utilities be paid exclusively in metallic currency and others in metallic 
currency or its equivalent in paper money of the new issue. 

The following, amongst other, imposts are to be paid exclusively in 
metallic currency :—Import duties; surtax on import duties; export 
duties ; tonnage dues on loading and unloading, and the charges on 
interior maritime traffic; dues and charges for interior services at 
ports; Government warehouse, etc. dues; fees for maritime bills of 
health; pilotage dues; bar dues; Consular fees; stamp taxes on 
invoices, contracts, and, in general, all documents covering transac- 
tions in national metallic currency or foreign money ; and taxes on 
mining claims. 

Fees for trade marks and patents are to be paid exclusively in 
paper money of the new emission. 
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SOUTH AFRICA.— According to an extract from the ‘‘ Cape Times ” 
of 2nd August, forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner in South 
Africa (Mr. W. G. Wickham), business on the Kand still continues 
quiet, particularly since the first half of July. In the opinion of 
the manager of a large drapery store, sales were quite fair for the first 
half of that month, but there has been a falling-off since, Although 
sales compared favourably with those of last winter, the goods sold 
were less in quantity but higher in value. [or example, the price 
of cloth now averages 63. per yard, instead of 4s. As regards 
clothing and hosiery there was a decided decrease in the sales of suits 
and overcoats, as so many men are away; the summerlike weather 
for the winter season has also had a restraining influence. An ex- 
perienced commercial broker stated that the chief explanation of the 
present situation in South Africa is the European war and, in a lesser 
degree, the German Kast Africa expedition. 

As regards foodstuffs there is quite a glut of potatoes on the Rand, 
and flour is still a drug on the Johannesburg market. 

In the timber trade there is less demand from the building industry, 
and the mines are not doing so much in Baltic and Oregon pine logs. 
‘There has been much talk about Cape pine being used more freely as 
a substitute, but, on special enquiries being made, it was ascertained 
that so far not much has been accomplished in this direction. 
However, what is happening is that Cape pine is being cut into 
boards, which are useful for making outhouses, and even useful in 
supplementing in various ways the ordinary deals, both in mines and 
the cheaper buildings, as well as for temporary packing cases, such as 
those used for one journey only and then discarded. As regards the 
Baltic trade, importers complain of the difficulty in getting sufficient 
tonnage from Norway, where considerable quantities are awaiting 
shipment to Johannesburg merchants. ‘Timber dealers are in 
a dilemma over the freight question, because the future may mean 
big losses, or even big gains, which entirely depend upon the freight 
market. ‘The price of mining poles has recently dropped about 
2s. 6d. per ton, owing to business people from near Capetown, 
Port Elizabeth, throughout Natal, the Free State, as well as from 
Delagoa Bay, sending all classes of mining timber to the ready-money 
market of the Rand. 

Electrical goods are arriving from the United Kingdom more 
freely now, but contracting work has not improved. Oils and paints 
are in slightly better demand. White lead is more plentiful and 
parcels have changed hands at less than the previous prices.

BRAZIL (MARANHAM).—The British Vice-Consul at Maranham 
(Mr. C. E. Clissold) writes that British trade has always held 
practically the upper hand in North Brazil, and the same can be said 
as regards the State of Maranham. ‘There is evidence that German 
firms are endeavouring to retain, by advertisements and circulars, the 
footing they had in the market, and, after the war, it may be expected 
that they will make a big effort to extend their former trade. 
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British firms should send their representatives to Maranham, as 
business men in Brazil prefer to do business with travellers rather 
than trust to correspondence and catalogues. ‘There are in the State 
of Maranham several cotton and other mills, there being six in the 
city of Maranham itself, and these require machinery and accessories 
etc. for their general up-keep. This alone is a large item. 

Maranham is a good market for British trade and enterprise ; many 
openings exist and many more could be found by interested traders 
visiting the State. All the merchandise imported from the United 
Kingdom passes through the city market whence are supplied all the 
small towns in the State. | (C.1.B, 21,144.)

CHINA (KIUKIANG).—H.M. Consul at Kiukiang (Mr. H. King), 
reports that under existing trade conditions the harvests of an 
agricultural region like the Province of Kiangsi necessarily play a 
more than usually important part in its tradeand consequently in the 
trade of Kiukiang, which is situated in that Province on the south 
bank of the Yangtse, near the mouth of the Poyang Lake. That 
the possibilities of trade expansion in the Kiukiang district are 
considerable cannot be denied, but in view of the conservatism 
existing in business matters and the apparent absence of any 
effective energy, it would be inadvisable to reckon on any such 
expansion in the immediate future. ‘The opening of Nanchang to 
foreign trade and the establishment of places such as Kanchow and 
Jaochow as treaty marts, the construction of railways and of improved 
roads and waterways, the introduction of suitable foreign agricultural 
machinery and of modern methods of tea, etc. cultivation, the develop- 
ment of mines and the establishment of factories, would all appear, 
says H.M. Consul, to be essential for the real development of the 
district. 

Native produce, destined chiefly for Shanghai and Hankow, is 
brought to Kiukiang from up-country, vid the lake ports (of which 
the most important are Wuchang and Jaochow) and from Nanchang, 
for transhipment at Kiukiang into river steamers. The principal 
products thus brought down by junks, lighters and launches are tea, 
beans, tobacco leaf, paper, melon seeds, sesamum seeds, ramie fibre, 
indigo, chinaware, raw cotton, camphor, camphor oil and grass cloth. 
In the same way imports, such as kerosene oil, cotton yarn, cotton 
goods, and refined sugar are discharged from steamers at Kiukiang 
in order to be sent up through the lake for distribution in the 
Province. 

Trade in 1915.—The total net value of the trade of the port of 
Kiukiang in 1915 was 39,278,120 Hk. taels* (£5,093,881), as coni- 
pared with 37,523,671 Hk. taels (£5,120,418) in 1914, and 32,351,405 
Hk. taels (£4,886,410) in 1913. 

Imporis.—Imports of cotton yarn declined from 301,528 cwts. in 
1914, to 265,144 ewts. in 1915, a decrease of 36,384 ewts., of which 
Indian yarn accounted for 30,913 cwts. The total imports of sugar,

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consisting of brown sugar, white sugar, refined sugar and sugar candy, 
amounted to 182,150 ecwts., as against 294,850 ewts. in 1914. A 
considerable trade is done throughout the Province in refined sugar 
from British refineries at Hong Kong, the direct import from that 
place in 1915 amounting to 41,552 cwts. The Japanese, however, 
are setting up a keen competition and direct imports of Japanese 
refined sugar increased from 3,818 cwts. in 1914 to 16,448 ewts, in 
1915. The increase in the imports of kerosene oil from 8,399,404. 
gallons in 1914 to 8,548,825 gallons in 1915 was due to an enhanced 
import of Borneo oil and Sumatra oil, there being a falling-off in the 
import of American oil. The war greatly affected the imports of 
aniline dyes, the value of these being 15,702 Hk. taels, as against 
96,180 Hk. taels in 1914. All the matches imported are of Japanese 
manufacture and attempts to boom the native article from Hunan 
have not met with conspicuous success ; the imports in 1915 amounted 
to 528,550 gross, as against 660,950 gross in the previous year. 

Exports.—Speaking generally, the bulk of the export trade of the 
port of Kiukiang is a native trade, and, consequently, except so far as 
concerns commodities such as tea, liquid indigo, ramie fibre, raw 
cotton, sesamum seed and vegetable tallow, would not seem to be 
directly affected to any great extent by the war in Kurope. 

The crop of Kiukiang teas was above the average and fetched very 
good prices on the whole. Owing to a large Japanes3 demand, the 
exports of ramie fibre, which is produced chiefly in Hupeh Province, 
though some is grown in Kiangsi, increased from 100,883 cwts. in 
1914 to 147,650 cwts. Owing to the shortage in aniline dyes and 
the very high prices ruling therefor, the exports of liquid indigo 
increased from 14,436 cwts. in 1914 to 30,986 cwts. A remarkable 
increase in the exports of raw cotton, which increased from 174 cwts. 
in 1914 to 26,619 cwts. in 1915, was attributed to bad crops in the 


Tungchow and Shanghai district and to a demand from Japan.

PERU (IQUITOS).—The Acting British Consul at Iquitos writes 
that British manufacturers when dealing direct with Iquitos should 
be careful to choose only the more substantial importers. Credit 
transactions should only be made with firms established or repre- 
sented in Iquitos whose financial status is known; otherwise 
disappointment and disaster may result. Manufacturers are warned 
against executing orders from firms or persons established on the 
rivers, except on cash terms. 

The Acting Consul adds that it is satisfactory to report that 
the long standing anomaly of the pound sterling being accepted as 
equivalent to 10°50 soles, although legally worth only 10 soles, has 
ceased. (C.1.B. 18,945.)

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BRITISH TRADE AFTER THE WAR. 


Report* of Committee on Financial Facilities for Trade. 


The Committee which was appointed by the President of the Board 
of Trade in July last (see notice on p. 31 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 6th July) to consider the best means of meeting the 
needs of British firms after the war as regards financial facilities for 
trade, has recently issued its Report. ‘The Committee has come to 
the conclusion that there 1s ample room for an institution which, 
while not interfering unduly with the ordinary business done by the 
British joint stock banks, by Colonial banks, and by British-Foreign 
banks and banking houses, would be able to assist British interests in 
a manner that is not possible under existing conditions ; for example, 
by making advances for the extension of existing manufacturing 
plant or taking part or the whole of the financial liability involved in 
an export transaction. The Committee therefore recommends the 
constitution, under Royal Charter, of a bank to be called the “ British 
Trade Bank,” which should possess the following chief features :— 

It shou'd have a capital of £10,000,000. The first issue should be 
from £2,500,000 to £5,000,000, upon which in the first instance 
only a small amount should be paid up, but which should all be 
called up within a reasonable time. A further issue should be made 
afterwards, if possible, at a premium. 

It should not accept deposits at call or short notice. 

It should only open current accounts for parties who are pro- 
posing to make use of the overseas facilities which it would afford. 

It should have a foreign exchange department where special 
facilities might be afforded for dealing with bills in foreign currency. 

It should open a credit department for the issue of credits to 
parties at home and abroad. 

It should enter into banking agency arrangements with existing 
Colonial or British-Foreign banks wherever they could be concluded 
upon reasonable terms, and where such arrangements were made, it 
should undertake not to set up for a specified period its own branches 
or agencies. It should have power to set up branches or agencies 
where no British-Foreign bank of importance exists. 

It should inaugurate an information bureau, independent of the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, but in close 
touch therewith and under agreement entitled to all possible facilities. 

It should endeavour not to interfere in any business for which 
existing banks and banking houses now provide facilities, and it 
should try to promote working transactions on joint account with 
other banks, and should invite other banks to submit to it new 
transactions which, owing to length of time, magnitude, or other 
reasons, they are not prepared to undertake alone. 

Where desirable, it should co-operate with the merchant and 
manufacturer, and possibly accept risks upon joint account. 

It should become a centre for syndicate operations, availing itself 
of the special knowledge which it will possess through its informa- 
tion bureau. 

It should receive Government assistance.

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WORLD’S PRODUCTION OF PETROLEUM IN 1915. 
The “Iron Age” (New York) of 24th August publishes the 


following statistics of the world’s production of petroleum in 1915, 
taken from a return compiled by the United States Geological 
Survey :— 

The total quantity of crude petroleum entering the world’s markets 
in 1915, which amounted to 426,892,673 barrels of 42 gallons (the 
United States gallon = ‘833 of an Imperial gallon, or 6 United 
States gallons = 5 Imperial gallons) exceeds the record output of 
1914 by 28,194,307 barrels. The bulk of the increase came from 
the United States and Mexico, although the output in Russia, 
Japan and Argentina increased considerably. The following table 
shows the volume of the output of petroleum in the countries 
named : —

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH THE RUSSIAN 
FAR EAST. 

H.M. Consul at Vladivostok (Mr. R. M. Hodgson) writes that his 
attention has been called to the fact that home firms, when telegraph- 
ing to firms at that port, not infrequently fail to give an adequate 
address to which replies should be sent. It should be noted that 
telegraphic or abbreviated addresses are not accepted by the Russian 
postal authorities and that, consequently, it is impossible for the 
persons who receive such telegrams to answer them. 

Mr. Hodgson adds that local firms do not have Telegraphic Address 
Lists and it is therefore advisable that full addresses should be given 


to firms to whom senders of telegrams are unknown.

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TRADE OF SHANGHAI IN 1915. 


The following information respecting the trade of Shanghai in 1915 
is taken from the Annual Report of the Commissioner of Customs at 
that port :— 

Notwithstanding the continued and ever-increasing disorganisation 
of commerce caused by the European war, and not a little political 
unrest in China generally, 1915 was a year of marked prosperity in 
Shanghai. Though the aggregate volume of the trade was smaller 
than that of some recent years and the revenue consequently some- 
what less, it is generally conceded that business has been good all 
round and that returns to traders have been exceptionally satisfactory, 
particularly in the case of exports. Owing partly, no doubt, to the 
restrictions imposed on the import trade by the war, and to the 
abnormally low silver exchange during the early part of the year, 
but largely to the demand created by the war itself, the value of the 
Chinese produce shipped abroad exceeded that of the foreign goods 
imported for the first time in fifty years; moreover, the volume 
of exports would have been considerably heavier had there been a 
sufficient supply of tonnage to carry all the cargo offering. As it 
was, the value of Chinese produce shipped abroad from Shanghai in 
1915 exceeded all previous years’ returns and was over 20,000,000 
Haikwan taels * higher than in 1910 and 1913—+till now the record 
years. 

Imports.—The gross value of imports, direct and coastwise, of 
foreign goods into Shanghai in 1915 was 206,000,000 Hk. taels, repre- 
senting a decrease of 30,000,000 Hk. taels as compared with 1914 and 
40,000,000 Hk. taels less than in 1913. Opium, prece-goods, metals— 
in fact the import trade generally—shared in this decline. The out- 
look for piece-goods at the commencement of the vear was far from 
bright, the then ruling prices being lower than the rates at which 
the stocks on hand had been purchased. A marked improvement set 
in during June, and, although the feeling of uncertainty produced by 
the monarchical movement and the fluctuations of exchange acted as 
a brake on trade generally, business in all grades of piece-goods, 
especially grey and white shirtings, black cotton italians and vene- 
tians, was fairly brisk throughout the latter half of the year. Almost 
every kind of grey and white piece-goods was turned out by the 
Japanese and local mills, and, prices for these goods being much 
lower than for similar British and American manufactures, their 
competition was keenly felt. 

Japanese jeans arrived in enormous quantities—322,000 pieces, as 
compared with 70,000 pieces in 1914 and 9,800 pieces in 1913. 
Russian prints did not maintain their phenomenal increase of 200 per 
cent. in 1914, having declined as compared with that year by about 
70 per cent. ‘This, however, was mainly due to an embargo having 
been placed on the exportation of cotton goods from Russia during 
1915. Cotton velvets and velveteens decreased by 80 per cent., as a 
result, no doubt, of changing fashions. Notwithstanding that the 
imports of Japanese blankets were double the quantity of the previous 
year, the total importation of cotton blankets from abroad declined

2s. 83d., and in 1913, 3s. 023d. 
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50 per cent.—this being probably accounted for by the production 
of fairly large quantities by the local mills. ‘wills and “ limbrics ” 
increased, the latter by over 90 per cent. ‘ Limbric,” which is a grey 
cloth suitable for native wear in Eastern markets, is a comparatively 
new cloth for the Shanghai market, and may come more into fashion 
in the future. Imports of silk and silk mixture piece-goods decreased 
from 1,500,000 Hk. taels in 1914 to 1,100,000 Hk. taels in 1915. 

There was a considerable decline in imports of machinery. of 
which only 2,200,000 Hk. taels’ worth was imported in 1915, as 
compared with over 4,000,000 Hk. taels’ worth in 1914. The total 
vaiue of metals imported during 1915 declined by about 8 per cent., 
when compared with 1914. During the latter half of the year, when 
it was almost impossible to import such goods from the United 
Kingdom, resort was had to the metal markets of Australia, from 
which country imports steadily increased. 

As a result of trade with Germany being cut off imports of needles 
declined from 1,100,000 mille in 1914 to 158,000 mille in 1915, 
The business in coal was very steady throughout the year, and a 
strong market existed for all good quality coal, both Japanese and 
Chinese. Imports of brown sugar increased from 560,000 piculs in 
1914 to 622,000 piculs in 1915. The higher prices for refined sugar 
in 1914 and 1915 have encouraged the trade in Chinese sugar. 


Exports.— The total value of Chinese goods exported abroad and 
coastwise trom Shanghai in 1915 was 304.516,000 Hk. taels, an 
increase of 30 per cent. on the returns of the preceding year. There 
was a large export of factory-made fancy native cloth, principally to 
Hong Kong and the Straits Settlements, amounting to 280,000 
pieces, or nearly five times the quantity sent abroad in 1914. Cotton 
yarn and nankeens were also exported in large quantities. The local 
cotton mills turned out a large quantity of piece goods in 1915 ; besides 
large quantities consumed locally, 667,000 pieces of sheetings were 
exported in 1915, as against 512,000 in 1914 ; and the value of exports 
of cotton flannels was 738,300 Hk. taels, as against 29,000 Hk. taels 
in 1914, Jeans especially were exported in large quantities, viz., 
41,000 pieces, as compared with 4,200 pieces in 1914, 

There are now in China over 1,000,000 spindles, producing 
upwards of 250,000,000 lbs. of yarn, and 4,600 looms, producing 
more than 50,000,000 yards of cloth annually. The bulk of the 
cotton manufacture is carried on in Shanghai and its neighbourhood. 


Chinese cotton is only ? inch to { inch in staple, and, used alone, 
is only suitable for spinning low counts. Until it can be grown of 
sufficiently long staple, American and Indian cotton will have to be 
mixed with it for spinning the higher counts. There was naturally 
a marked decline in the export of raw cotton, only 82,000 piculs 
having been shipped abroad during 1915. Since 1911 the export of 
this commodity has steadily declined, and this was furthermore 
assisted by the outburst of hostilities in Hurope, China being able to 
absorb nearly all she produces. 

Exports of beans and peas showed a considerable falling off, whilst 
exports of bran were doubled, owing to the great demand occasioned 
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Trade of Shanghai in 1915. 








by the war. ‘I'he export of Shanghai-milled flowr has steadily con- 
tinued to grow. There are in all 32 flour mills in the Yangtze valley, 
producing over 60,000 sacks of wheat flour daily. ‘woof these mills 
are owned by Japanese, the remainder by Chinese. The development 
of the flour-manufacturing industry in Shanghai is of recent date, 
seven out of fifteen mills now under operation having been established 
since 1914. Owing to the war and the practical stoppage of the 
American flour supply, the Shanghai product has been in great 
demand all over China. In the Kiangpeh district there are five 
mills—at Haichow, Tungchow, T'’singkiangpu, Kaoyu and Taichow. 
The quantity of American flour imported during the years 1913, 1914 
and 1915 was 166,465, 83,0185 and 8,041 piculs respectively ; the 
shipments of Shanghai flour to Chinese ports for the same years 
were 1,492,000, 1,859,000 and 2,809,000 piculs, and, whereas no 
Chinese-milled flour was sent abrcead in either 1913 or 1914, no less 
than 118,150 piculs left the country under special Government 
authority in 1915. China is thus in a position not only to supply 
her own needs but to send large quantities of flour abroad. 

‘There were considerable increases in the exports of antimony ore, 
pig-tron, and quickstlver, the prices of which have risen cent. per cent. 
since the outbreak of war. Silk is another export which showed big 
increases when compared with 1914. White raw re-reeled silk to the 
amount of 19,500 piculs was sent abroad in 1915, an increase of nearly 
150 per cent. as compared with 1914. Steam filature silk also pro- 
gressed, nearly 30,000 piculs, valued at 21,000,000 Hk. taels, being 
exported abroad during the year under review. Exports of black tea, 
green tea, and brick tea all showed increases, in spite of the serious 
decline in the exchange value of the rouble, which affected to some 
extent the purchasing power of the Russian tea agents. The export 
of black tea especially was nearly 40 per cent. more than in 1914. 
During 1915 about 4,000 piculs of the egg preparation known as 
mélange, valued at 33,000 Hk. taels, was shipped abroad from 
Shanghai. This cargo was for the most part brought to Shanghai 
from Nanking, and the success of this enterprise will in all proba- 
bility help towards the starting of a similar venture in Shanghai 
itself.

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INCOME AND WAR PROFITS TAXATION IN 
NEW ZEALAND. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand (Mr. R. W. Dalton) 
writes pointing out that apparently the removal of double income 
taxation referred to by the New Zealand Minister of Finance in 
introducing the Budget for 1916 (see notice on p. 476 of the ** Board 
of Trade Journal” of 17th August) referred only to income payable 
out of New Zealand on stock or debentures issued by the Government 
or by any local or public authority, and that income tax is still 
levied in New Zealand on business done by British firms in New 
Zealand. Amendments have, however, been made to the Land and 
Income Tax Bill, 1916, which allow the necessary arrangements to be 
made with H.M. Government (i.e., the Home Government) as to the 
apportionment of the dual excess (7.e., war) profit taxes on business 
carried on in New Zealand, thereby avoiding double payment of taxes.

JAPAN’S INCREASING TRADE WITH SOUTH 
AFRICA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa (Mr. W. G. Wickham) 
has forwarded an extract from the local press relative to the activity 
of Japanese firms in South Africa. According to this extract, Japan 
is benefiting extensively by the exclusion of Germany and Austria- 
Hungary from the South Atrican markets. Before hostilities began 
the Japanese were making a bid for a share of the soft goods trade so 
far as cheaper articles were concerned. The lines in which they 
competed were chiefly those which come under the heading “ Kaffir 
truck.” Originally United Kingdom firms dominated this market, 
but in the course of time they were more or less ousted by German 
firms, who had an advantage on account of the cheapness of their 
goods. ‘They in turn discovered that they could not compete against 
the Italian firms, and, later, Italian firms had to yield to the Japanese. 

At present Japanese firms are doing a far larger trade with South 
Africa than seemed possible a few years ago. ‘The establishment of 
direct steamship services has, of course, helped matters, but, in 
addition, there is a large volume of trade done wid India. where goods 
from Japan are transhipped. ‘The question arises, whether this trade 
is likely to increase or decrease after the war. 

Several business men from South Africa have made the journey 
to the Far East within recent months with a view to making 
arrangements for importing goods, and on their return they have 
invariably stated that, when the war is over, Japan will be a formidable 
rival to European exporters in the South African market. One 
trader was of opinion that the cheap labour available in Japan will 
eventually prove a determining factor when it comes to competition 
in low-class cotton goods and similar articles. He added that Japanese 
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firms have lately imported large quantities of spinning machinery 
from the United Kingdom, and have also manufactured a good deal 
of machinery themselves, with the result that they will shortly be in 
@ position greatly to increase their output. They will certainly have 
a capital market while the war lasts, and they evidently hope that by 
the time peace arrives they will have established themselves firmly in 
the class of goods in which they specialise. 

The views described are of those chiefly interested in the develop- 
ment of trade with Japan and are not shared by heads of firms 
whose chief source of supply has hitherto been the United Kingdom, 
or even Germany and Austria-Hungary. They regard the present 
fillip in South African trade with the Far East as purely temporary, 
and are confident that when normal times return Japanese trade in the 
South African market will occupy much the same position that 
it did before the war. A _ representative of one of the largest 
importing firms in the country was inclined to believe that after the 
war the trade with the United Kingdom will be better than ever. 
He based this view on the fact that United Kingdom manufacturers 
have met unexpected demands in a most successful manner, and in 
many cases have shown ability to beat German manufacturers not 
only in quality but also in price of manufactured articles which, 
formerly, were supposed to be a German monopoly. 

For example, it was popularly believed that no British manufacturer 
could hope to compete in supplying a cheap sort of mirror which was 
imported in thousands into South Africa from Germany before the 
war. At the present time a British manufacturer is sending out a 
mirror of better glass, in better frame-work, better finished, and at a 
lower price than German firms could supply in peace time. Like 
other importers with a home connection, this trader was convinced 
that the efforts of Japanese manufacturers would not greatly sway 
the South African market. (C.L.B. 34,037.) 


In connection with the foregoing, the following remarks on the 
development of trade between Japan and South Africa, which have 
been furnished by H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. 
EK. F. Crowe, C.M.G.), may be of interest :— 

As.regards shipping facilities, Mr. Crowe writes that the most 
important consideration is the question of return cargo from South 
Africa to Japan. At present there is very little of this return cargo, 
and steamers must return in ballast. This means that the venture 
cannot be made to pay unless a full cargo at remunerative rates can 
be obtained for the journey from Japan to South Africa. 

The visit to Japan of the Japanese Consul at Capetown has resulted 
in orders being placed in South Africa for wool, wines, and asbestos ; 
and the business in wattle bark, which is at present confined to war 
demand from Vladivostok, may also develop. 

[It is the war that has developed the trade between Japan and 
South Africa, and a regular direct service is now maintained by a 
British line. The cargo carried is chiefly cotton goods, glassware, 
fertilisers, toys, curios, etc. A Japanese line also has a direct service

with the Cape at the present time. In addition, goods are also 
shipped from Japan to Calcutta, and transhipped at the latter port 
for South Africa. (C.1.B. 36,250.) 


According to the official trade returns of the Union of South 
Africa, the share of Japan in the import trade of South Africa has 
increased from £109,912 in 1913 to £110,259 in 1914, and to 
£221,593 in 1915. The following table shows the principal increases

EXPORTS TO FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


With reference to the recent notices in the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” respecting the issue, by the new French Customs Office in 
London, of licences authorising the importation into France of goods 
of British production or manutacture which are included in the list of 
articles prohibited to be imported into I’rance, the Board of Trade 
desire to point out that it would prevent delay in the issue of the 
licences if British firms desiring to export such articles to France 
would, in applying for the French import licences, specify the weight 
of the packages in /kilogrammes, as well as in English units. 

It is also pointed out that neither the Board of Trade nor the 
French Customs Office in London propose to supply the actual forms 
to be used in making application for French import licences under 
the new arrangements. xporters desiring to obtain such licences 
should themselves supply the necessary forms of application, which

4. The issue of Certificates of Origin and Interest, and Certificates of 
Interest will begin on the Ist October, 1916, and application in 
accordance with paragraph 2 (a) or () for the document applicable 
should be made to the British Consul in the place of export in respect 
of every shipment consigned to Australia on and after that date.

The Victorian Railways Commissioners, having made a careful 
examination of the Report, favour the adoption of the scheme 
suggested therein for a 40,000,000 bushel system, based on a crop of 
30 million bushels, and using existing rolling stock. The estimated 
cost of construction is £1,479,839. 

According to the Melbourne press, the Minister for Railways, who

PANAMA. 


H. M. Minister at Panama reports that deposits of manganese ore 
have been discovered in Chiriqui, the most 
northern province of the Republic of Panania, 
and that ais reliably informed that upwards of 
500,000 tons of ore are in sight. 

An arrangement has been made in New York 
to finance the removal of the ore to the United States, which will be 
a troublesome and costly operation to accomplish. 

It will be necessary to construct a light railway 4} miles long to 
connect with the recently constructed Chiriqui railway.

On the other hand, the cost of producing pig-iron is 
expected to be about 20 yen per ton, or about 8 yen less than 
American pig-iron.

remarkable recovery from the effects of the war which the Lyons silk 
manufacturing industry has made. 

While pongees, tussores, and ribbons of pure silk show a marked 
falling off as compared with 1915 and 1914, practically every other 
item in the table of French silk exports, notably ribbons of mixed 
silk, velvets and trimmings, gauzes, crepons, muslins and articles of 
artificial silk show considerable increases. 

Silk goods sent by parcel post, the value of which in normal years 
is about 25,000,000 frs., continued to show a marked decline on the 
figures for the first half of 1914. 

As regards the destination of these exports of silk goods, statistics 
show that, with the exception of the United Kingdom and Switzer- 
land, exports to which largely declined as compared with 1914, every 
country contributed to the increase, exports to the United States, 
Spain and South America showing the largest increases, namely, 
150 per cent., 400 per cent., and 330 per cent., respectively, over the

Yarn Market 1 August, reporting a boom in the cotton 

"yarn market. During July all grades and qualities 
of cotton yarn were advancing in price, but frequent set backs were 
experienced and the ultimate rises at the close of the month were not 
very large. However, in August, the soaring tendency received a 
sudden and powerful impetus, and since then prices have advanced 
without a check. 

The present boom is reported to be based upon a firm foundation, 
and its continuance assured. The export of yarns has been steadily 
expanding since the outbreak of the war in Europe, though trade 
with China has often been kept in check on account of internal strife 
in that country. Though it is not much noticed, the expansion in 
the export of cotton goods to British India, the Netherlands Indies, 
Africa, and elsewhere, is more remarkable than that in exports of 
yarn. ‘These external fillips to the yarn trade are now supplemented 
by a general buying from weavers in Japan, whose confidence in their 
trade has lately revived on account of the steady rise in the price of 
wheat, rice, and raw silk. ‘The reported boom in raw cotton in the 
United States has, on the other hand, alarmed spinners whose stock 
of raw cotton is comparatively small, and they are now advised to be 
chary of sale. 

It is to be noted, however, that this sustained boom in the domestic 
market has restricted the operations of foreign agents. China, the 
greatest purchaser of Japanese yarns, is ready to cover her require- 
ments now that the purchasing season has set in, but cannot indulge 
in free purchasing operations solely because prices in Japan are very 
much above ruling prices in China, (C.L.B. 36,763.)

crop. In the lake region the crops are above the average. In the 
Central Governments, both for winter and spring grains, they are 
above the average, and in parts excellent. In the central Volga 
region the crop promises to be near the average of Jate years, though 
here and there, in places, not fully satisfactory. In the Trans-Volga 
Governments it is average or nearly so. In the Dnieper region it is 
average. In the southern steppe region the winter grain crop is 
somewhat above the average, and spring grain about average. In 
the Dnieper-Don region spring grains are not so favourable as winter 
grains, but not below average. In the Volga-Don region the yield 
of winter grain is above average and spring grain average, though 
here and there below average. In the Caucasus both winter and 
spring grains are in general below the average. In Western Siberia

NEW ZEALAND (COOK ISLANDS). 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand (Mr. R. W. Dalton) calls 
Trading Licences attention to an Order-in-Council, published in the 
Required “New Zealand Gazette” of 29th June, making 
; Regulations under the Cook Islands Act, 1915, to 
provide for the issue of Trading Licences. These Regulations, which 
came into force on Ist July, 1916, provide, inter alia, that it shall be 
unlawful to sell or barter goods (other than goods wholly the produce 
of the Cook Islands) in or from any building, vessel, vehicle, horse, or 
pack, or in or from any other place, without first obtaining a licence 
to do so. Seven kinds of licences are granted, of which may be 
mentioned (a) the wholesale trading licence, £10 per annum ; ()) the 
retail trading licence, £5 per annum; and (c) the trading vessel’s 
licence, £10 per annum. All licences will be issued by the Collector 
of Customs at Raratonga or at Niue (as the case may be), or by the 
Resident Agent at any island under his jurisdiction.

H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe, C.M.G) 
has forwarded extracts from the local press relative 
to the new factory Law of Japan, which was to 
come into operation on lst September. According 
to these extracts, the new Law does not apply to State factories, 
factories to which the Mining Law is applied, and factories engaged 
in the production of certain goods, such for example, as_ baskets, 
braids, toys, embroideries, matches, gunpowder, glass, and metals. 

Grouping the factories by the nature of their products, it appears 
that the Law is to apply to 13,249 weaving and dyeing factories 
employing 567,587 workers, 3,134 mechanical factories employing 
98,619 workers, 3,225 chemical factories employing 93,423 workers, 
2,688 toodstuffs factories employing 77,605 workers, and 6,421 other 
factories employing 111,049 workers. Of the total number of workers 
estimated to be affected, namely 948,265, almost two-thirds are 
women. In the weaving and dyeing factories 85 per cent. of the 
employees are women, but in mechanical factories the percentage of 
women employed is four. 

The Law prescribes rules for the engagement of employees, their 
dismissal and recommendation; the employment of apprentices, 
inspection of factories, payments during sickness, compensation for 
injuries, etc. (C.1.B. 36,251.)

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The Lighting of Factories and Workshops. 


There is so great a diversity of needs that it is impossible to lay down any 
nard and fast rule for the lighting of workshops and factories. The workers in 
cotton mills needa very high degree of illumination if the weavers are to do their 
work efficiently, while there are many other trades that require less; but no 
matter what the trade, a large workshop requires two perfectly distinct methods of 
lighting —a general illumination that enables the whole of the floor space and 
machinery to be seen perfectly, and the local illumination concentrated on the 
special work each man is carrying out. 

If a general scheme of illumination is relied on, the light has to be so intense 
and so low down that the glare wearies the eye and no rest can be obtained for 
it; dark shadows are produced, and it is impossible to arrange properly the

position of the light to fit all the work that is being done. If, on the other hand, 
local illumination only is employed, to the eye tired by the highly illuminated y 
object on which work is being done, the spaces between the illuminated zones 
appear to be in darkness, and many accidents happen in consequence from the Ec 


dazed worker tripping over some obstruction. 

With a well-lighted workshop or factory using a dual scheme of lighting, the | 
general lights can be arranged well above the angle of vision, while the local 
lights are shaded from the workman’s eye, and he sees only the illumination of 
the object on which he is working. 

In such cases the general lights can be arranged equi-distant from each other, 
while the local lights are made to fit the special need; but in a workshop in 
which the general lighting is entirely depended on, and the burners arranged 
with mathematical exactness, there is pretty sure to be a bad scheme of illumina- 
tion. No hard and fast position of lights is possible in workshops ; the position 
and intensity of the light must be made to fit the work, and the problems of each 
individual factory need the individual expert investigation and advice of a 
properly trained illuminating engineer. | 

There is not the slightest doubt that bad lighting means accidents, bad work | 
and strained eyesight, but it is undoubtedly also a fact that the more light we 
have the more we want, and it is a perfectly debatable point as to whether the 
greater and greater amount of light which we are accustoming ourselves to use is 
not having a serious effect upon the eyesight, and that in days to come we may 
not have to admit that nature resents excess in light as in everything else. This 
should never be forgotten, and also that proper lighting is much more a question . 
of proper arrangement of lights than of candle-power. | 

When we come to the question of ventilation we are confronted by the fact 
that there is no more powerful non-mechanical engine of ventilation than the 
flame of burning gas, and that its power of setting air in motion is one that is F 
doing much for health of the gas consumer. In the factory and workshop it can 
be made even more efficient than in the home, as the general source of light can 
be a ring of inverted incandescent mantles using either high or low pressure gas, 
fitted in a “sun-burner ” case, or other special ventilating lamp, with tube that 
will bring it down to the required position in the workshop. At the ceiling level 
this tube passes inside a wider one, protected at the outlet from back draught 
and open to the interior of the room. 

The up-rush of the products of combustion in the sun-burner tube discharging 
into this outer tube acts in the same way as the jet of coal gas in a bunsen 
burner, and sucks in air through the opening between the two tubes, thus 
drawing off a large volume of air from the ceiling space, without causing too 
great a rush over the mantles. Fresh cool air may then be sucked in by Tobin 
tubes, opening not above the head level but about two feet above the floor, so 
that the head may be kept cool but no chill given to the lower extremities. 
When the gas is not alight flues or fans have to be used. 

Where coal gas is available there is no doubt but that the heating, lighting and 
ventilating of our workshops and factories can be carried out efficiently by its aid.
